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DETAILED ACTION 

The following action is in response to the amendment filed for application 10/693,055 on 
May 26, 2005. 

Electioit/Restrictions 

Claim 1 is generic and allowable. Accordingly, the restriction requirement as to the 
encompassed species is hereby withdrawn and claims 11-14, directed to the species of Group I 
are no longer withdrawn from consideration since all of the claims to this species depend from or 
otherwise include each of the limitations of an allowed generic claim.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to show or render obvious the method for modifying the hydraulic circuitry of a factory 
installed automotive transmission, and particularly including applying pressure to a modified 
manual timing valve from first and second fluid flow passages until a predetermined pressure is 
apphed thereto, and thereafter causing the manual timing valve to block fluid flow through said 
flrst fluid flow passageway, and including the remaining structure and modiflcations of said 
structure of claim 1 . The present invention also particularly includes increasing the diameter of 
the boost valve and including the remaining structure and modifications of said structure in 
claims 15 and 17, respectively.
